<»f them sleep on cots in parlors, some 
in office buildings, and others have 
to go to Baltimore every night. The 
high cost of living should be shown 
them, and possibly also the necessity 
for sacrifice in war-times. 
“ But the problem of keeping up our 
schools to the required state of effi­ 
ciency is a serious one. 
And unless 
we can give in the schools a secure 
underpinning to the universities, we 
will not have the higher institutions 
to supply the demand* of the vast 
num ber of young men who will <.s>mc 
to America at the close of the war 
for their education’’.
